The  formal  recognition  of  the  United

and  people  of  the  United  States,  hav- 
ing abundantly  testified  their  sympathy 
with  the  people  of  China  upon  their 
assumption  or  the  attributes  and  pow- 
ers of  self-government,  doom  it  oppor- 
tune at  this  time,  when  the  national 
assembly  has  met  to  discharge  their 
high  duty  of  setting  the  seal  of  full 
aeo  mpiishment  upon  the  asrirationa  of 
th"  Chinese  peop*le,  that  1  extend,  in 
the  name  oi  my  Government  and  of 
my  countrymen,  a  greeting  of  welcome 
to  the  new  China  thus  <mtenng  into  the 
family   of   nations."

The  Minister  of  Education,  the  Hon. 
Dt.  H.  K.  Young,  in  his  address  last 
Oigbl  io  the  members  of  tiie  educational 
classes  at  the  T.  m.  C,  a  announced 
tliat  construction  of  the  Normal  School 
will  be  begun  Within  the  next  two 
u  eeks  and  that  under  its  roof  wings 
nil]  be  devoted  to  schools  of  Technical 
ication  and  Domestic  Science.  Be 
also  announced  that  the  former  will  lie 
placed  in.  charge  of  Mr.  George  Dealt, 
a  gentleman  who  in  addition  to  having 
had  long  experience  of  this  subject  has 
recently  been  sent  to  Europe  by  the 
department  to  study  its  working  In 
other  lands.  Speaking  of  the  new  uni- 
versity. Dr.  '  Young  said,  that  the  first 
three  faculties  to  be  established  will  be 
agriculture,  mining  engineering  and  ai  t. 

The  occasion  of  the  minister's  speech 
was  a  gathering  of  the  educational, 
classes  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to  mark  the 
closing  of  the  Winter  sessions  and  to 
listen  to  reports  from  the  chairman  of 
educational  work,  Mr.  G.  Burridge,  and 
from  the  secretary.  Mr.  C.  G.  Raymond, 
devious  to  the  speeches  the  audience 
enjoyed  Miss  Lugrln's  singing  of  Mol- 
loy's  "The  Carnival,"  ami  than  Mr  C 
G.  Raymond,  in  introducing  the  Minis- 
ter of  Education,  spoke  of  the  small 
percentage  of  schoolboys  who  went  on 
from  school  to  university,  and  of  the 
Lumber  who,  from  want  of  further  edu-

Increase  In  Membership

Sacramento;  May  2.— By  its  action 

"this  afternoon,  the  California  Senate 
showed  a  resolute  determination,  aided 
and  encouraged  by  Governor  Johnson,  to 
pass,  against  the  recommendation  of 
1'resUient  Wilson  and  his  envoy,  Secre- 
tary  Bryan,  an  act  prohibiting  Japanese 
and  other  aliens  ineligible  to  citizenship, 
from  holding  land  by  purchase  in  any 
circumstances,  or  by  lease  for  more 
than   three  years. 

In  phraseology,  the  bill,  as  redrafted 
by  Attorney-General  Webbi  after  many 
Conferences  with  the  Governor  and  the 
Administration  floor  leaders,  omitted  the 
words,  "Ineligible  to  citizenship,"  which 
are  offensive  to  Japan;  but  those  In 
charge  of  the  bill  repeatedly  admitted 
in  debate  that  the  end  sought  was  the 
same. 

Democratic  opposition  was  purely 
tactical.  The  *  minority     confessed  its 

sympathy  with  the  ends  sought.  In 
i'i  it  freely  criticized  the  bill,  not  as 
too  drastic,  but  as  too  weak.  Where 
the  minority  differed  was  in  its  judg-

He  said  that 
despite  what  the  member  for  Regina 
had  said,  the  Government  wsb  sincere, 
and  no  effort  was  being  made  to  hum- 
bug the  people.  The  inquiry  was  one 
which  could  not  be  completed  in  a 
hurry,  and  any  delay  which  had  taken 
place  was  quite  reasonable.

Lying  to  the  north  and  south  of  the 
route  of  the  Grand  Trunk"  Pacific  up 
the  Nechaco  Valley,  and  extending  a 
hundred  miles  in  either  direction,  there 
are  thousands  of  acres  over  which 
luxuriant  crops  of  grass  grow  and  go 
to  waste  every  year.  There  are  many 
thousands  of  other  acres  upon  which 
grass  can  be  grown  every  year  In 
luxuriance,  If  the  land  were  bleared, 
and  the  clearing  would  not  be  difficult.

He 
will  be  stationed  at  Prince  Rupert  and 
from  there  will  be  able  to  take  charge 
and  reach  easily  Queen  Charlotte  Isl- 
ands and  Porcher  Islands  on  the  one 
side  and  on  the  other  the  settlements 
along  the  G.T.P.  as  far  as  Hazelton  and 
the  new  farms  nprlnjjing  up  In  the  Nant 
Valley.

LOXDOX,  May  2.— The  information 
v.lileh  readied  The  Standard  ifS^WWffi 
tliat  the  militant  suffragettes  are  en- 
deavoring to  get  Mrs.  Pankhurst  out  Of 
the  country  by  aeroplane,  stated  that 
several  prominent  aviators  have  been 
requested  to  undertake  the  enterprise, 
and  an  invitation  lias  been  extended  to 
The"  Standard-  to  co-operate  in  placing 
Mrs,  Pankhurst  beyond  the  reach- of  the 
authorities,  in  return  for  the  exclusive 
story   of  her   flight. 

Although  the  police,  in  raiding  the 
accept  the  bribe,  and  warning  has  beer* 
forwarded  to  the  authorities  at  Scot- 
land Yard  to  watch  for  an  attempt  to 
remove  the  militant  leader  by  that  most 
modern  means  of  travel,  the  air  route.

They  have  learned,  for  instance,  that 
a  plot  Mas  been  elaborated  for  burning 
down  t:ie  Government  aviation  sheds 
at  TJpavon,  in"  Wiltshire.  It  is  known 
MjJK'to  the  authorities  that  most  of  the 
actual  planning  of  the  recent  out 
,has  been  done  In  private  homes.  Three 
houses  and  their  occupants  are  now  be- 
ing closely  watched,  and  further  raids 
Are  likely  to  take*place  within  the  next 
few  days. 

Similarly  close  observation  Is  belnjj 
kept  on  certain  suburban  and  Provin- 
cial district  headquarters  of  the  Wom- 
en's Social  and  Political  Union,  regard- 
ing which  the  police  have  obtained  spe- 
cial   information.

Work  for  Old  31mployee«i — As  a 
method  of  dealing  with  the  older  and 
more  feeble  members  of  the  city's  staff 
of  employees  who  have  devoted  years 
of  their  lives 'on  city  work,  Mayor  Mdr- 
ley  is  considering  a  plan  whereby  such 
men  may  be  employed  on  the  ground 
adjoining  the  Old  Men's  Home  at  gar- 
dening work.  This  would  give  the  men 
light  work,  would  not  make  them  feel 
that  they  were  dependent  upon  charity, 
and  at  the  same  time  would  afford  them 
healthful  occupation.  The  Mayor  will 
advance  his  suggestion  at  an  early  meet- 
ing of  the  City  Council.

sented  by  the  strongest  squads,  W| 
the  last  two  showing  up  slightly  better 
than  the  first  pair.  South  America  and 
Canada  are  looked  upon  as  having  a 
very  slim  chance,  but,  as  has  been  the 
case  before,  they  may  upset  all  calcu- 
lations by  putting  a  strong  representa- 
tion on  the  courts.  Little  is  known  of 
Belgium's  team.  She  may  make  an  un- 
usually strong  showing  and  since  the 
team  drew  a  bye  and  will  not  be  seen 
In  action  until  the  second  round,  it 
.may  prove  the  dark  horse  of  the  race. 

Many  of  the  enthusiasts  are  ihclined 
to  be  pessimistic  over  that  fact  that 
America  will  meet  what  is  generally 
recognized  as  one  of  the  strongest  con- 
tenders at  the  very  outset.  This  has 
its  disadvantages,  it  is  true.  First  of 
all,  the  American  team  may  be  put  out 
of  the  running  before  the  men  have 
found  themselves,  whereas  if  they  had 
drawn  up  against  an  easier  team  they 
could  possibly  win  without  undue  trou- 
ble and  then  get  into  their  accustomed 
stride  In  the  later  rounds^  But  as  an 
offset  to  this  it  is  also  true  that  were 
team  to  win  its  first  match'  fn  a 
walk  it  is  banely  possible  that  the  .team 
might  overrate  Itself  and  lose  through 
sheer   overconfldence    in   a   later   match. 

There  are  also  many  advantages.  For 
instance,  if  the  team  heats  its  strong- 
est adversary  in  the  very  first  round, 
the  rest  should 'be  easy  sailing.  The 
men  will  have  a  taste  of  real  hard  work 
and  competition,  and  so  In  the  later 
games  need  riot  be  taken  aback  by  any 
unusually  strong  showing  or  flashes 
above  form  by  their  rivals.  At  any 
rate  Australia  must  share  whatever 
gain  or  loss  there  is  meeting  the  strong-' 
est  flvst  with  America.  The  fact  that 
the  best  four  will  fight  among  them- 
selves in  the  first  round  will  do  away 
with  the  possibility  of  uninteresting 
matches, 

Of  the  Australasian  team  little  can 
be  said.  None  of  the  three  who  are  to 
visit  America,  Horace  Rice,  S.  N.  Doust 
and  A.  B.  Jones,  has  ever  played  in  the 
Davis  cup  series  before.  These  men 
have  been  winning  with  regularity  In 
the  tournaments  of  their  home  land.

TO  RABID  ANARCHISTS 

Radical      Member      of      Parliament      Ad- 
dresses   Community    of   Bed 
Flag  Wavers 


LONDON,  May  2. — A  wealthy  Radical 
member  of  Parliament  went  down  to 
Hackney  the  other  night  to  address  a 
community  of  Anarchists  and  was  wel- 
comed as  "our  friend  Joslah  Wedg- 
wood." The  extraordinary  appearance 
of  a  member  of  Parliament,  a  maker 
of  laws,  at  a  meeting  of  Anarchists  was 
a  record  in  itself  and  constituted  a 
precedent,  according  to  the  statement 
made  by  the  Anarchists'  chairman.  Re- 
markable though  the  appearance  of  tha 
member  for  Newcastle-under-Lyme  at 
tnis  meeting  was,  his  address  was  fat- 
more  remarkable. 

Beginning  his  speech  with  "Com- 
rades," Mr.  Wedgwood  began  to  unfold 
"The  Road  to  Freedom."  He  premised 
that  the  Englishman  was  not  free  and 
expressed  pleasure  that  he  was  address- 
ing people  to  whom  freedom  was  more 
than  comfort  or  security.  The  wealthy 
politician  then  spoke  with  pleasure  of 
the  bids  that  were  being  made  for  free- 
dom, evidenced  by  the  anti-militarist 
spirit  which  he  hiol  detected  in  France. 
Spain  and  Austria.  Thess  peoples.  In 
said,  were  losing  their  faith  in  tho 
.State,  and  reall«lngw**that  freed. on  was 
the  one  tiling  worth  flghtim.;  for."  Then 
he  spoke  of  his  pleasoire  in  Observing 
that  the  working  classes  "are  getting 
tired  of  the  well-meant  efforts  to  pad 
the  saddle,  and  are  realizing  that  it 
might  be  far  better  for  the  donkey  to 
lose  the  saddle  altogether."  This  move- 
ment towards  freedom.  "Comrade  Wedg- 
wood" was  convinced,  hegan  with  the 
passive  rosl.strx.iro  campaign.

of  Newcastle,  to  the  order  of  Messrs. 
Crow,  Rudolph  &  Company,  of  Liverpool. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Belle  of 
Spain  has  been  disposed  of  to  Nor- 
wegian interests  for  a  sum  reaching  ap- 
proximately $200,000.  On  her  last  voy- 
age to  this  Coast,  the  Belle  of  Spain  was 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Minister, 
who  is  now  master  of  the  new  W.  K. 
Orace  freighter  Colusa,  which  Is  ex- 
pected to  arrive  here  on  her  maiden 
voyage  early  next  month.

CONTINUE  IN  DEMAND 

Captain     Tornquist,     of     Bnssinn     Bark 

MariocV.an.    Thinks    Canal    Will 

Not   Relegate   Them 

That  sailing  vessels  will  continue  to 
be  in  demand  after  the  completion  of 
the  Panama  Canal  is  the  opinion  of 
Captain  TornntiLst.  master  of  the  Rus- 
sian ship  Marlechen,  now  loading  on  the 
Columbia  for  the  United  Kingdom.  Cap- 
tain T<  rnquist  is  well  known  in  Victoria, 
having  been  to  this  port  on  several  oc- 
casions. He  explains  that  long  pas- 
sages are  desired  at  times  in  order  to 
permit  of  speculation  on  the  cargoes 
while  they  are  en  route.  He  states  that 
the  cargo  of  a  ship  he  was  on  several 
years  ago  was  sold  three  times  on  the 
voyage  between  Montevideo  and  the  Un- 
ited Kinsdom  during  a  run  of  seventy- 
five  days.  This,  he  states,  is  not  an  un- 
usual occurrence,  but  it  could  not  hap- 
pen very  well  with  cargoes  carried  by 
.steamers  plying  through  the  canal  be- 
cause of  the  comparatively  short  time 
I mpletlllK    the  passage. 

While  the  captain  does  not  know 
whether  any  more  windjammers  will 
be  built  for  placing  on  long  voyages, 
he  declares  he  Is  confident  that  those 
now  afloat  will  be  running  around  Cape 
Som  from  this  Coast  to  Europe  Ion* 
after  the  canal  has  been  thrown  open 
for  traffic.  The  lower  charter  rates 
lit  which  they  may  be  secured  are  not 
expected  to  be  much  of  an  element  In 
keeping  them  in  service.  In  fact,  it  is 
not  known  whether  they  will  be  avail- 
able at  a  less  rate  than  will  be  ex- 
acted by  the  owners  of  tho  steamers 
Which  tako  the  canal  route.  It  Is  held 
that  the  long  passage  of  the  sailers 
will  make  that  class  of  tonnage  popular 
at    certain    periods    of    the    year.

EDMONTON,  Alta.,  May  2.— John 
Leduc,  a  French-Canadian  fur  trapper, 
believed  to  be  the  first  white  man  to 
hunt  nip  game  in  the  Interior,  of  the  Hay 
River  district,  who  has  come  to  Edmon- 
ton^to. dispose  of.  his  two  years'  catch  in 
the  north'  cquntry,  reports  the  existence 
of  a  small  herd  of  bison,  northwest  of 
the  Beaver  Hills,  inside  the  Arctic  circle. 
The  feeding  ground  for  the  animals  is 
rolling-  prairie  with  clumps  .  of  timber 
here  and  there.  Here  is  the  story  of 
the  discovery: 

ile  making  a  long  trrp  over  the 
country  to  the  north  and  west,  of  Beaver 
Hills  .  in  the  Summer  of  1912.  having 
wintered  in  the  Clear  Hills  the  ;-«ar  be- 
fore, I  went  into  new  territory  to  io 
some  trapping,  but  it  did  not  look  good 
to  me  for  fur,  so  1  started  back.  Then 
I  came  upon  the  buffalo.  There  were 
not  many,  about  twelve  or  fifteen  la 
the  herd.  They  were  feeding  in  a  little 
coulee  When  I  came  upon  them,  over  the 
bridge. 

"The  moment  they  got  wind  of  me 
they  stampeded,  i,ut  I  saw  enough  to 
know  that  they  were  the  real  buffalo, 
and  later  in  the  Winter,  about  forty 
miles  from  the  point  where  1  saw  them 
the  previojis  Summer,  I  came  Upon  the 
tracks  of  what  must  have  been  a  large 
herd.  Tins  was  ris,'ht  in  ihe  I:.-. 
Hills  and-  not  a  graal  distance  from 
my  trapping)  'line.  Although  I  watched 
every  time  1  was  over  that  part  of  the 
tenitory-I  did  not  come  upon  the  ;mi- 
mals." 

Thompson,  Seton  and  several  other  ex- 
plorers who  have  bfeten  in  Alberta's  hin- 
terland flmily  "believe  that  wild  buffalo 
is  still  to  be  found  somewhi  re  in  this 
territory,  .and,  fcom  time  to  time  hun- 
ter* and  trappers  have  come  BUI  from 
the  north  country  with  talcs  ot  such  a 
herd,  but  Leduc  is  the  first  ui.-ui  to 
come  to  Kdrnotilnn  arid  put  himself  bh 
record  as  actually   seeing   such   animals. 

"1  am  .certain."  lie  said  with  em- 
phasis, "that  the  animals  I  saw  were 
buffalo  and  not.  musk  ox  or  wood  buf- 
falo, which  are  aid  to  be  I'ui.nd-ln  the 
north     right     inside     the     Arctic     circle.1 

During  the  two  years  Leduc  spent  In 
the  north  country  he  was  alone  for  al- 
most the  entire  time  arid  cpveredj  as

WHEREAS,  The  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  Oak  Bay  has  arranged  an 
Agreement  with  Robert  Scott  providing 
for  the  purchase  of  certain  lands  in  tho 
■aid  Agreement  described  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a  public  park  In  the  Munic- 
ipality of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay, 
which  arrangement  is  set  forth  in  the 
Agreement  submitted  ,to  and  approved 
of  by  the  Council  and  already  executed  by 
the  said  Robert  Scott,  and  which  Agree- 
ment is  in  the  words  and  figures  fol- 
lowing: 

"This  Agreement,  made  the  21st  day 
of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirteen,  between  Robert 
Scott,  of  Oak  Bay,  Victoria  District,  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  here-
